An entirely new set of by-laws for the Torrance
chamber of commerce was adopted by the unanimous votes
of those present at a meeting of chamber members -Monday
avening. The newly adopted by-laws are the result of several
weeks' study by an advisory committee  consisting of:
Judge C. T. Rippy, R. R. Smith, of the National Supply
Company; C. B, Bell of the Pacific Electric; George Fay of
Ray C. Young of International-Stacey

Corporation; and Henry Lintott of Columbia Steel*Company.
Important provisions of the new by-laws include:

Industrial Majority
The board of directors
chamber shall of nine
members, five of whom must
selected from representatives
local industries.

The president of the chamber is
ex-officio member of the nominat-
ing committee and the remaining
four members are appointed by the
board of directors. Two candi-
dates are named for each ¢hair on
the board. If the members of the
are dissatisfied with the
of  the ing com-
mittee, 26 or more members have
fie fight to nominate candidates
in opposition te the nominees of
the nominating committee. ~ All
voting for directors is by ballot,
cast ‘in person by the individual
members at the chamber office.

© A speclal'glection is to be called
within 30 days for ‘the election of
A -ontive--AeW" ~ boaid. *
directors will bg elected for one
year, threc for. two years, and
three for three years. Thereafter
thiree directors will be elected each
vear for a three-year term.
Officers and Committees
Officers are chosen by the board
of diveclors from among its mem:
hers. The president and two vice-
presidonts constitute the execulive
committee, which shall have direct
supervision of the secretary. The
executive  committce also has
power to reject any special busi-
ness proposal or proposition upon
the ‘ground that it is not within
tha jurisdiction of the chamber,
and such action shall be final un-

executive . comnmittee, except the
auditing committee, which shall be
appofnted by  the president with
the approval of the entire board.
It Is the function of committees
to Investigate and make recom-
mendations to the board of direc-
tors. No committee can represent
the chamber In advocacy of or op-
position to any project without
the apecitic confirmakion of the
hoard of directors.
Meetings

Regular meetings of the cham-
ber are to be held on the third
Tuesday of July, October, January
and April, the first of which Is
the annual meéting of the cham-
ber. Provision is also made for
the calling of special meetings of
members. Regular directors’ meet-
ings are to be held on the first
Monday of each month at $ p. m,

Membership

All persons, firms or corpora-
tions of good standing, interested
in the commercial, industrial or
civio progress of Torrance are ell-
gible for membership. Industrial
firms or corporations shall desig-
nate from time to time a repre-
sentative with full  authority to
vote, Memberships are limited to
active only. All
must be approved by a majority
vote of the board of directors and
any member may be expelled by a
two-thirds vote of the board of
directors. Each member is llable
for dues until his written resigna-
tion has been recelved by the sec-
retary. Dues are payable annually
in advance. If any member shall
fail to pay his dues within three
months after date of maturity, his
name shall be posted on the bulle-
tin board for a perifod of ten days,
and written notice of delinguency
shall be given to him by the treas-
urer, If at the end of ten days, he
still remains delinquent, his mem-
bership may be forfeited by action
of the board of directors.

Smallest assembly
district is the 45th, near South
Pasadena.

By congressional districts, Dem-
ocrats also outnumber Republicans
in this district, coinciding with the
assembly district in this respect.

The 17th congressional distriet,
which is the smallest of the eight
in the county, has 122,346 regis-
tered voters, of which 58,816 are
Democrats and 52,334 are Republi-
cans, Largest of the congressional
districts {s the 16th, embracing
Redondo, Manhattan and Hermosa
Beaches, Inglewood, Venice, Santa
Monica, Culver City, Beverly Hills,
‘Westwood and the. north ecoastal
sector of the county. , There 185,822
persons eligible to vote at the No-
vember 8 election in this district.

Vacancies in the board of direc-
tors of the Southern California
Edison Company, created by the
death of the former ~president,
Russell H. Ballard, and of the
former chairman, John B. Miller,
durihg the past few months, were
filled by the election of Harry J.
Bauer to the office of chairman
and George C. Ward to the office
of president at a meeting of the
board held Tuesday.

Both men have long been associ-
ated with the Edison Company,
Bauer entered its employ in 1909,
as a clerk in the law department.
Ward came to California with
Henry E. Huntington and was
identified with the Pacific Light
and Power Corporation until that
concern was consolidated with the
Edison in 1917. He became vice
president In charge of construe-
tion, and as such directed the ex-
penditure of more than $200,000,000
in the extension of the KEdison
power supply.
